The rector of St. John’s church received 
the foUowing from Mrs. Evaus, who, with 
her little daughter, Sylvia, was a passenge* 
on the ill-fated steumer Castilian. Mrs. 
j Evans wrote from Yarmouth, N. S., on 
! Sunday afternoon, immediately upon 
landing . 

“Thank God we are here safe and a mnd 
after a very narrow escape on the Castilian. 
At four o’clock this morning the steward 
came aud awoke us ami told us to dross at 
once, as \v*e had ‘run ashore.’ You can 
just imagine my fright. I had a cabin to 
myaelf and had been very sick since the 
boat left Portland. We all dressed at once 
and packed up our b longings. When wo 
got on deck we found that the Castilian had 
run on to some rocks, piercing a hole iu her 
side , but, however, ttie rock had struck 
light into the boat, and. owing to that the 
water did not get in verj fa t. If the boat 
had *oosened itself from ti e rock, the writer 
would have rushed in and we would have 
sunk at ouce. We were all on deck by 5 
a m , (it had been rough ail night) and after 
firing signals, etc., for an hour, the chief 
officer aud nine other sailors got a boat 
and tried to make for land, but the fog was 
heavy and the sea rough, and wc soon lost 
eight of them. Then we spent a most 
anxious time, but from the time they left 
us we kept firing and sending up rockets 
and this v/e did for hours, and all this time 
the water was getting higher in the boat. 
Shortly the news was conveyed to us that 
the sheep were neatly all drowued, and 
they were being thrown overboard- a terri¬ 
ble sight to behold. To us the thought 
occurred that we would soon be in the same 
place. At las: the captain, who bad never 
left the bridge since tbe disaster, gave 
orders to lower the lifeboats, and our names 
were called. Ah we were preparing to get 
into them about 1 p.m , we heard the 
whistle of a steamer, and then a ‘Hurrah’ 
arose from both passengers and crew, and 
we knew that we were to be saved at last. 
The chief officer and his crew had reached 
land and had sent out three fishing tugs to 
rescue us. It was a peculiar feeling when 
we had to be let overboard by a rope 
around us and a sort of a ladder. 1 was 
the second person let down, and they let 
tbe ladder slip, and if I had not had great 
presence of mind 1 should have let go and 
fallen into tbe sea But God gave me 
strength to meet the emergency. We all 
had life belts put on us a short lime be 
fore—the chief steward made a special one 
for Sylvia, as ehu was the only baby on 
board.

A despatch from Paris, says:—An 
inspired communication to the press 
announces that the negotiations with 
Great Britain for a settlement of the 
differences that arose over the 
Fasboda affair, are far advanced, and 
will probably result in a settlement 
in a fortnight. The starting points in 
the general (direction of a line de¬ 
limiting the respective possessions of 
Great Britain and France have al¬ 
ready been arranged, and the question 
of the commercial status of f'rance 
in the Nile territories has been settled 
in principle. Great Britain at the out¬ 
set of the negotiations admitted the 
principle that there was ground for 
granting France a commercial outlet 
in the direction of the Nile for her 
Conge and Ubj*nghi possessions, and 
the arrangepwtfnt will grant her an 
outlet. The exact manner of effecting 
this is still the subject of negotiation, 
the questions being whether it shall 
be a single outlet, access to the whole 
Nile, or the making of the river an in¬ 
ternational one. 


FIFTEEN MILLIONS FOR NAVY. 

BIS Increase In threat Britain's Naval 
Estimates. 

The London Times says that the 
British naval estimates for llj99-L900 
will exceed those of 1898-1899 by nearly 
£3,000,000 ($15,000,000); reaching a 
total of yearly £28,000,000 (# 110 , 000 ,- 
000 ). Th“ largest item will lie foitahlp- 
building and repairs. It is also j o- 
po.sed to add 4.500 men to the navy. 

Commenting editorially upon the 
foregoing ’’rather standing state¬ 
ment,” the Times says:—"It is pretty 
clear that Sir Michael Hicks-Beach 
(Chancellor of the Exchequer) will 
have an admirable opportunity to dis¬ 
play his powers as a constructive finan¬ 
cier, and we only hope he will rise to 
the occasion.

REV DR. TALMAGE SPEAKS ON THE 
MOST BEAUTIFUL JEWEL*

A despatch from Washington, says:— 
Her. Dr. Talmage -preached from the 
following text:—"They shall be mine, 
aaith the Lord of hosts, in that day 
when I make up my jewels."—Malachi 
III. 17. 

Far enough down in the mountains 
to make us dig, and deep enough in 
the sea to make us dive, ure gems of 
•xquisite beauty. The kings of the 
earth gather them together, and set 
them in the hilts of swords, in crowns, 
vasea, and carcanets. Queen 
Charlotte and Marie Antoinette boast¬ 
ed of these. Leo owned a pearl worth 
eighty thousand crowns. Philip of 
Spain bought a gem worth fifteen 
thousand ducats. The while topaz of 
Portugal had an untold value. The 
King of Persia bought a gem worth 
one million six hundfedi thousand, liv- 
res. The diamond belonging to \the 
Austrian coronet, lost in the battleV^ 
Granson, had a whole fortuue in it. 
Spain, France, Britain, boast of their 
jewels, and on corona lion day are 
proud of the crown set on the brow 
of i he enthroned potentate. The 
mighty nations of the earth have all 
boasted of their costly gems, have 
guarded them with extreme vigilance, 
have ruQg them in the chime of their 
poets laureate, and have handed them 
down from age tcj age as an evidence 
of national wealth. 

"Well, the Lord Jesus Christ, our 
King, has been gathering up his treas¬ 
ures for a good while, and on the 
gieai coronation day of the judgment 
he will, in the presence of the assem¬ 
bled universe, show that the good of 
all ages are his crown-jewels. "They 
sUail be mine, saiih the Lord of hosts, 
in that day when 1 make up my 
jewels," 

I speak to you of the jewel-finding, 
i he jewel-grinding, and the jewel-set¬ 
ting. li is a rare thing that a jewel 
is found ou the surface of the earth. 
The heart of the mountains is cut out 
to find it. Boring, blunting, and huge¬ 
handed machinery, make the rock open 
its fist and drop the jewel. There are 
thou ands of people who may be seen 
on ihe shores of Ceylon and Coroman¬ 
del, watching the divers who go out to

Hiatory balls us that in tbs Middle 
Ages the precious stones were symbols 
of the apostles. In those Middle Ages, 
for instanos, the jasper was considered 
the symbol of St. Peter, tbs sapphire 
of St. Andrew, the emerald of St. John, 
the chalcedony of St. James, the sar¬ 
donyx of 8t. Philip. Those stones 
were not more different than the men 
whom they symbolised. While I 
would have you, as a Christian, polish 
your Christian grace to the very last 
degree of brightness, I would not have 
you complain that you are not like 
somebody else, or think it strange be¬ 
cause chrysolite, and topaz, and ame¬ 
thyst, and emerald don’t all shine alike. 
Be content to be one of God's jewels, 
although you may not have as much 
lustre as some one else. Concerning 
you it has been skid, as well as con¬ 
cerning the moet sparkling Christian 
character, ‘They shall be mine in the 
day when I make up my jewels.'* 

The jewel-grinding. That is the 
sawing and the splitting process by 
which the gem is taken from Us rough 
state and changed into any thing that 
the lapidary chooses. Sapphire, corun¬ 
dum, and topaz powder are used for 
grinding diamonds. The rose diamond 
is so flat that it would have no attrac¬ 
tion at all unless it passed through 
some such operation. Now God's 
jewels all go through that process. 
Affliction U the w'heel and the sharp 
instrument that gripds the character 
into shape. You may think that con¬ 
version gives character to the soul. 
It does not. Conversion is only the 
digging out of tbe jewel; God after- 
r ds shapes and fashions it by his 
providence. Christ sometimes allows 
his children lo fall, but they fall fot- 
ward, not backward. Chrysolite, to 
be cleared of its imperfections, must 
pass through caieful burning. Oriental 
carnelian, zircon, and Brazillian topaz 
must be submitted to tbe fire before 
they get their lustre. Christian char¬ 
acter, like black spots in an amethyst, 
must somet mes be cleared out by the 
flame in oither words, you must go 
through the furnace. 

God's children, in time of prosperity, 
when the sun shines wiarmly upon 
them, unfrjckle the robe of their 
Christian graces and let them hang 
loosely about them ; but w hen trouble 
blows a north-easter, then they wrap 
around them their Christian graces, 
and tighten the girdle. Troubles may 
ccine to us, thick as the locusts and 
frogs of Egypt, but they will only 
make sin—that old Pharaoh—let God's 
l>e<iple go. 

The dark cloud may hover over us, 
but the cross of Christ will be the 
lightning rod that will take the bolt 
out of it. You have seen people in¬ 
valids, and after awhile, under some 
t remendems stroke of disease, their 
entire temperament seemed to be 
changed, and they came out of (hat 
sudden sickness strong men. So it is 
with many of those, who are going 
along invalids in the Christian life- 
very weak in the service of God. After 
they have passed through some groat 
disaster, that disaster haviug been 
sanctified to their souls, they become 
strong men in Christ Jesus. These 
Christians, who are swarthy now—do 
you know how they got their swarthi¬ 
ness/ It was by sweltering at the 
forge of affliction. Their battle axe 
was dull enough until it was sharpen¬ 
ed on a grave stone. 

Nearly all of God's jewels are cry¬ 
stallized tears. You .ask me, "Why is 
it that yonder man does not have trou¬ 
ble—he gets along without any misfor¬ 
tune." For the same reason that the 
lapidary doesi not put the delicate in¬ 
strument upon a common pebble. It 
does not seem as if God thought that 
some men were not worth a process of 
tribulation. The Dutch call diamonds 
i hut are not fit to be cloven divel 
steone—that is, devil stones. 

There are t hose here who are almost 
ready for the kingdom ; one more turn 
of the wheel, one more shove of the 
harsh file', and they will be ready. God 
is testing in :he presence of men and 
angels, whether you are paste dia¬ 
monds or real diamonds. You know 
there is an artificial ruby, an artifi¬ 
cial sapphire, an artificial emerald. 
Strauss, of Strasburgh, discovered 
that by takiug siiex, and potash, and 


Uka It op to glory. I aoppoaa that If 
a martyr were torn by the rack, the 
aoo! of Pam would be tBe very one to 
fetch" him to heaven. I suppose that 
if a wanderer of the street were dying 
penitent in a prison the soul of Eliz¬ 
abeth Fry would be the vary one to 
bring her up to the light. 

If a lapidary had an especial gem 
whose colour he wishes especially aat 
forth—he takes the minor gems,—those 
of leas value and beauty,—garnets, 
rubfes, and so on—and seta them 
around the great central wealth of 
beauty. And so it will be on the last 
day ; Christ surrounded by the redeem- 
ed-^jthe lesser jewels of earth surround¬ 
ing jthe pearl, the Pearl of great price. 
Chrfst will look off upon the redeemed; 
upon the troubled who were comfort¬ 
ed—upon *the tempted who were deliv¬ 
ered—upon the guilty who were par¬ 
doned. Methinks the sweetest song in 
heaven will he the chime of the jewels, 
as they praise God for the trials that 
sawed them and ground them for the 
kingdom? Who are these? you ask. I 
answer, " These are they who came out 
of great tribulations, and had their 
robes washed and made white in the 
blood of the Lamb.” 

In the latter part of the Ia9t cen¬ 
tury, Mesers. Boemer and Bessange, 
{ the most celebrated jewellers of the 
w'ortd, resolved that they would fashion 
a diamond necklace such as the world 
never saw. They sent out their agents 
in all, lands to gather up the most 
costly gems They stopped not for any 
expense. In the year 1782 the neck¬ 
lace was done ; there were in it eight 
hundred diamonds, swinging around in 
nijje rows, waving up to the throat, 
dropping over the chest and shoulders, 
pendent in crosses and crowns and 
—lilies—swinging a very blaze of loops, 
festoons and clusters. Oh! what a day 
it must have been when LouiB XVI, 
presented that to the queen, and, in 
the presence of the Court, Marie An¬ 
toinette put on the necklace! But the 
Court could not pay for it, and ther§ 
were robber hands that longed for it; 
and, before that diamond necklace had 
done its work, it had disgraced one 
countess, dishonored a cardinal, brand¬ 
ed with red-hot iron a favourite of the 
Court, and blackened a page of his¬ 
tory already infamous. Not so 
when my Lord gathers up his 
jewels. They shall <x>me from the 
east, and from the west, and from the 
north, and from the south. He will 
send out liis messenger angels, and 
t-dl them to gather them up from 
all the land, and gather, them up 
from all the sea. Golcondn and Ceylon, 
and Coromandel will send their best 
treasures; the whole universe will 
make contributions to it; and I think 
the brightest gems in the palace will 
the gems that come up from the 
earth.

Thai is a miner, and it 
can blast the rock. There is a driver,

1 he Gospel of Jesus Christ went 
on, crushing down through this pride, 
and that sin, and this prejudice, j>ound- 
Ing, and breaking, and washing, and 
sifting, until one day the gold flashed 
in the light of the Sun of Righteous¬ 
ness. 

I have been told that deeper the wa- 
t/er the larger the pearl. I don't 
know how that is, but 1 do knqw that 
from the greatest depths of sin the 
Lord Jesus Christ sometimes gathers 
up his brightest jewels. Paul was u 
persecutor, Runyun was a blasphemer. 
John Newton was a libertine, the Karl 
«>f Rochester was an infidel ; and yet 
the grace of God went plunging 
through the fathoms of their abomina¬ 
tion until it found them and brought 
them up to the light. Oh, tjftre is 
no depth that grace cannot touch the 
bottom. All over the Dead Sea of sin 
covering the nations, God’s diving-bells 
are blisy ; all through the mountains of 
death, God's miners are blasting. 
Where sin abounded, grace shall much 
more abound. 

The geologist tells you that the 
brightest diamond is only crystallized 
carbon, or, us I might call it, charcoal 
glorified ! and so it is with souls that 
were coal-black in the defilements of 
31 n— by the power of God's grace they 
are made his jewels for ever. 

You have noticed the great differ¬ 
ence between jew els- Let not a (Chris¬ 
tian ipau-envy another Christian man's 
experience. You open the king’s cas¬ 
ket, and you see jewels of all sizes, 
shapes, and colors. The king says to 
tin* Sultan, who has come to visit him: 
"That is a topaz I That is an umethyst! 
Thut is a pearl ; That is a koh-i-noor!”

Do not worry 
because you don't have the faith of 
that man, or the praying qualities of 
this, or the singing qualities* of anoth¬ 
er. It were as unwise as for a carne- 
lian to blush deeper because it is not 
a diamond or a japonica to fret all the 
color out of its cheeks because it is 
not a rose. God intended you to be 
diffe rent. 

The trouble is that you are not will¬ 
ing to be ordinary gold; you want to 
be gold of twenty-four carats. You see 
some extraordinary Christian man, 
and you say, "If l could only be such 
a man as this !” You don’t know his 
history. Some distance, below' Nia¬ 
gara the water is placid; it says no¬ 
thing about the rapids writhing among 
the rooks ami the fall of one bundle^ 
and sixty-four feet. So there are 
Christian experiences floating placidly 
before you. You envy thiR experience 
but you don’t realize the fact that that 
man has gone through many rapids of 
temptations, and may have had many 
a violent fall. 

It seems easy to be a general on some 
triumphal occasion. The arches are 
sprung, the flowers are scattered, the 
brass bands play, and the people huzza, 
as he comes back from the war. Oh ! 
^tfliat an easy thing to be a general! 
But you forget the nights of peril—you 
forget the carnage, the thirst, and the 
hunger, the wounds, and the long 
march, and that he plucked the gar¬ 
land of victory out of the stiff hand of 
death. And so there % are Christians 
How' going od in the triumph of experi¬ 
ence, and you may envy them, forget¬ 
ful of the fact th%f there was-many a 
Waterloo of temptation and trial they 
W'ere obliged to fight. Be content 
with such Christian experience as God 


^t»le— he gets along Without any misfor¬ 
tune.” For the same reason that the 
lapidary doe» not put the - delicate in¬ 
strument upon a common pebble. It 
does not seem as if God thought that 
some men were not worth a process of 
tribulution. The Dutch call diamonds 
that are not fit to be cloven divel 
steone—that is, devil stones. 

There are those here who are almost 
ready for the kingdom ; one more turn 
of the wheel, one more shove of the 
harsh file, and they will be ready. God 
is testing in ihe presence of men and 
angels, whether you are paste dia¬ 
monds or real diamonds. You know 
there is an artificial ruby, an artifi¬ 
cial sapphire, an artificial emerald. 
Strauss, of Strasburgh, discovered 
that by taking silex, and potash, and 
borax and rea-lead, he could make a 
verj good imitation of some jew'els; 
but l>efore that, Satan found out that 
he could imitate the Lord's ;jewels. A 
composition of orthodox faith and 
of good works has made many a child 
of the devil look like a child of the 
Lord Nevertheless, borax, potash, 
silex, and red-Jead are not jewels. 

There is a way in which the lapidary 
tells w'hether a diamond is genuine or 
not. He breathes on it, and if the 
breath linger there it is a false dia¬ 
mond ; if the breath immediately van¬ 
ish, it is a real diamond. Then he has 
the grinding process afterward if the 
first fail. So you can tell God’s jewel.

WHAT PLUCK DID. 

in KnclftAkmaa** Experience Wltfc an 
Egyptian Web. 

It is the bulldog fearlessness and 
tenacity of an Englishman that makes 
him a conqueror even when he faces 
a mob of barbarians. After the bom¬ 
bardment of Alexandria by the Eng¬ 
lish fleet had driven the Egyptian 
troops out, the city was looted by 
thieves and cutthroats. Three or four 
hundred bfuejackets were landed, who 
stepped the, outrages by arresting ev¬ 
ery person found with plunder in his 
possession. 

On arrest a person was tried by 
drumhead court-martial, and the sen¬ 
tence, shooting or flogging, was exe¬ 
cuted without delay. An English¬ 
man, Mr. Hulme Beaman, who assisted 
iu punishing the robbers, describes In 
his book, 'Twenty Years in the Near 
East,’ a dangerous experience from 
which he was enabled to emerge by 
cool, fetyfetM, bulldog pluck. 

He had been detailed to superintend 
the flogging if two prisoners and the 
shooting of a third, the sentence to be 
carried out at their native village, a 
nest of thieves. There w'ere ten thou¬ 
sand of the riffraf looking on. Five 
policemen, Egyptians, and three Eng-^ 
lishmen represented law and order. 
The prisoner, sentenced to be shot, for 
a murder, was fitted into a shallow' 
grave, and the.-policemen fired a vol¬ 
ley, amid the execrations of the mob. 

Only Mr. Beaman and the Egyptian 
officer commanding the police under¬ 
stood what the mob were saying, and 
the Egyptian begged the three Eng¬ 
lishmen to get away, while yet there 
was time. They, however, insisted on 
seeing the flogging carried out, and 
remarked that the slightest symptom 
of fear would excite the mob to mur¬ 
der them. 

The flogging exasperated tbr crowd, 
already excited by the execution, and 
they pressed close round the English¬ 
men. 

” It is time to-put an end to infidels 
torturing believers 1” said a portly old 
Arab sheikh, close to Beaman’s yelbow. 

The Englishman seized the Arab, and 
told the mob they should be ashamed 
of themselves to sympathize with a 
murderer and thieves. A sullen sil¬ 
ence followed. The prisoner, placed in 
a carriage, in which a policeman and 
tw'o Englishmen also rode,—the third 
riding horseback alongside—was driv¬ 
en at a walje through the dense throng 
to Alexandria, where a court martial 
ordered him to be flogged. 

The next year that sheikh called on 
Mr. Beaman at Cairo, brought with 
him little presents, admitted the jus¬ 
tice of his pqnishment, and he and 
Mr. Butman retrained the best of 
friends. The faintest signs of weak¬ 
ening would have turned that mob in¬ 
to furious wolvea.

DAINTY DRESS CLOSETS. 

Perfume pads for trunk truys and 
compartments of the dresser have 
proved so satisfactory to imparting 
that delicate scent which women love 
that one woman has carried out the 
scheme still further. She had been 
in the habit of hanging sachets of her 
favorite powder in her clothes closet, 
but it did not seem to be as satisfac¬ 
tory as the pads in the bureau.

TAKEN AT HIH WORD. 

Considerable excitement has been 
created in tbe ranks of Her Majesty’s 
Loyal Opposition, by the fact that the 
Provincial premiers actually took S r 
Charles Tupper seriously when he 
declared, in Halifax, a few weeks ago, 
that the Local Legislatures must 
pronounce in favor of senate reform 
before any definite steps in that 
direction could be taken. As was only 
fitting, the baronet’s own Province of 
Nova Scotia was the first to act upon 
his suggestion, and by vote of thirty 
to two, that legislature has resolved 
in favor of re-construction, along the 
lines proposed by 8ir Wilfred Laurier. 
The Ontario Legislature is still con¬ 
sidering the subject and will make a 
pronouncement thereon shortly ; there 
is little doubt, but that the other 
Provinces will follow suit. All this is 
very inconvenient for Sir Charles 
Tupper. He had no intention of 
inviting so emphatic an expression of 
opinion. The truth of the matter is 
that during the last three years, he 
has become so accustomed to talk 
without responsibility, that he did 
not stop to consider what would be 
the effect of being taken seriously for 
once. 

While on the subject of senate reform 
it is perhaps worth pointing out that 
it was one of the prominent planks in 
the Liberal platform upon which the 
election of June 1896 was fought. 
Many people holding the view that so 
important a constitutional measure 
should only be dealt with upon a 
direct mandate from the people, forget 
that such a mandate was most em¬ 
phatically given three years ago, and 
that every election which has been 
held since, has gone tremendously in 
favor of the party having that plank 
in their platform. 

HON. JOHN COSTIGAN PROTESTS. 

As an echo of the recent local elec¬ 
tions in New Brunswick, comes an 
emphatic protest from Hon. John 
Costigan against the manner in which 
he has been criticised by certain 
Opposition papers for the part he took 
therein. Writing to the Montreal 
Star, the ex-minister declares that his 
long service to the party justifies him 
in expecting that no Conservative 
worthy of the name of an honest man, 
would find reason, in the position he 
took in New Brunswick, to treat him 
with insult and contumelv “in the 
fashon that Beems to have commended 
itself to many Conservative organs.”

Dear Sir— Tfcete are strong indi¬ 
cations that the Catikdi&n votaries of 
high tariff are going to make the non¬ 
success of our Commissioners to obtain 
concessions towards a reciprocal treaty 
from the U. S. the occasion of trying 
to rush our people into a great feeling 
in favor of a high tariff.

Now it is quite true that the Ameri¬ 
cans foolishly for themselves keep 
their tariffs up high, and so make 
everything dear in price for their own 
consumers. Their country is in the 
grip of great numbers of monopolies 
combines and trusts, who are all- 
powerful with the central government, 
aud who wonld not give up their high 
tariff protection grip on their country, 
any more than famished wolves would 
loosen their fangs from sheep that had 
fallen into their power. The American 
masses of the people, the consumers, 
are these sheep, and they are bled 
mercilessly in every direction by these 
combines and monopolists. One might 
thing that these American people 
would be sensible enough and strong 
enough in their great members to 
throw off the fearful yoke of 
these combines. And no doubt 
they would do so, were it not for 
the mixed exigencies of their politics, 
which keep them uuder their yoke. 
For instance, tire Democratic party .s 
nominally the party of frie trade. 
But, mixed up with this is tire fact 
that the Democratic party is also 
traditionally the party of the old slave¬ 
holding Southerner, the Secedvrs from 
the Uniotb So now tho Republican 
party, the high tariff party, frantically 
calls upon every true Northern mau, 
every true Union man, every opponent 
of slavery, to oppose Democracy and 
to stick by Republicanism •; and so. 
free-trade goes by the board, not at all 
on account of its own merits, but by 
the skilful manipulation of party 
leaders, who appeal to people who 
become thoroughly frantic and victims 
ofjtheir passionate feeling, when these 
traditional party feelings become 
aroused.

INFORMATION FOR FRUIT GROWERS. 

Canadian fruit canners will learn 
with interest of the practical efforts 
which are being made by the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, through the High 
Commissioner in London, to secure the 
fullest and most practical data for 
their guidance in catering for the 
British market. The High Commis¬ 
sioner. has collected samples of the 
canned fruits and vegetables which 
find the most ready sale in the Old 
Country, and is sending them to the 
Department here. This will give 
Canadian growers an opportunity of 
using not only the best way to put 
up the goods, but also the best goods 
to put up. The Canadian producer 
will find a gree; market for his goods 
in the Old Country, where the con¬ 
sumption is vast and yearly increasing, 
and through the British dealers, 
markets will also develop iio other parts 
of the world. It is vffiddrstood that 
the fruit which is put up in glass jars 
finds the readiest market* and the best 
price, but all those details wffl be 
made public jiust a9 soon as the 
< xpected consignment of samples, 
comes to hand. 

A STRIKING OBJECT LESSON. 

A striking object lesson upon the 
important part* that rapid and well- 
equipped transportation facilities have 
upon trade, will be found in the 
statistics published in the New South 
Wales year book which has recently 
come to hand. In 1892, when there 
was no direct line of transportation 
between Canada and the Australian 
colonies, our exports to New South 
Wales were of the total value of only 
$55,000 but five years later that trade 
had increased to $936,000 : while 
Canada’s imports from that colony 
rose in the same period from $200 to 
$57,000. If this is the record of 
development in the comparatively 
minor markets of the far-off Southern 
Seas, what would a fast Atlantic line, 
fully equipped with the most modern 
cold storage appliances, do for our 
trade with Great Britain ?

free trade again is doomed, and high 
tariffism fastens more secure its grip 
on the people. Meantime, the gulf 
between the rich and the poor is getting 
wider always, the rich monopolists 
and their beneficiaries getting richer, 
and the masses of the people getting 
comparatively poorer, and the country 
is powerless to change the situation ; 
until very likely some day the masses 
will in exasperation blindly rise in 
terrible revolution. Now it would be 
foolish far us to plunge our own 
country into a like condition of being 
at the mercy of protected monopolies 
and combines, just because we can’t 
get the Republican party (which is 
nowin power at Washington) to do 
wh|t the whole American people can’t 
get them to do, namely, to loosen their 
grip of their people by lowering their 
tariffs. It is quite true that while 
their high tariffs injure their own con¬ 
sumers, they also shut us (to a certain 
extent) out of their markets. But 
those protected monopolists over there 
care for neither one or the other of 
those things. But you can’t teach the 
whol.e American nation wisdom, nor 
how to use their wisdom, simply by 
raising high our Canadian tariff. 
That woult^ injure our own consumers, 
but it cduldn^, teach the American.-, 
anything. JU they ever could nave 
been taught anything in that direction, 
they would have been taught by being 
pinched by their own high tariff-, just 
as we Canadians were two or t i*e 
years ago, and are now enjoying the 
effects of lower tariff . Of corn o, if 
we are willing to blted ourselves for 
the sake of the remote chance of teach¬ 
ing some sense to people who have no 
doubt that they ktiow more than any 
one else on ewrtfi; why by all means 
let us put tffjnigh tariffs, ^so that we, 
the consumers, will have to pay much 
higher for everything we wish to biy, 
and so that monopolists and com- 
binesters can have every chance to 
befcome millionaires, so ' uat they can

A Modified Form of a Method Used la 
Europe, 

A method of keeping mangels, beets 
knd turnips for 6 tock feeding, which 
the one who describes it says he has 
never seen equaled for cheapness and 
convenience, has been presented in the 
Iowa Homestead. 

Select a plafee that will be convenient 
for feeding and open a trench 6 feet 
wido at the bottom and 20 inches or 2 
feet deep. Let the sides be sloping. A

plow and scraper will do tho work well. 
Leave the dirt excavated along the sides 
of the trench. 

Tako a spado and iu the bottom of 
the trench cut a smaller one of a spade’s 
width aud a foot deep from end to end. 
Lay sticks or short strips of board across 
this narrow trench aud on these Jay a 
common fencing board. This will leave 
the small trench sufficiently open for 
ventilating purposes. In one end of the 
ventilating ditoh put a square pipe 
made of boards, six inches inside, and 
let it slope outward from the eud of the 
ditch at an angle of 45 degrees. Now 
commence piling in the mangels and fill 
the ditch, beginning at the ventilating 
pipe already set, and fill till they rise 
in the shape of a neat rick 8 or 8 }^ feet 
above the ground.

Gy this method I have 
kept mangels till^April as fresh as w<hen

Commence feeding from one end 
when not too cold, and tho dirt and 
straw are at hand to closo it up with. 
It is easier to put them up in this way 
than to get them to and from a cellar. 
You have complete control of the tem- 
peraturo and can place them wherever 
it will be most convenient to use them. 
This is not my invention, but is a modi¬ 
fied form of the method used in some 
parts of Europo for keeping sugar beets. 
Try it, farmers who lfiPvo large quanti¬ 
ties of mangels, beots or turnips to feed,

FIRST IRON SHIPS. 

Crude Attempt* In Shipbuilding During 
I.hnI Century. 

The story of the use of iron as a 
material for thjy'construction of ships 
is full of ii)*effest, writes Clark Rus¬ 
sell in Ptffl Mall Magazine. Iron was 
long ago used experimentally for 
building boats; several references to 
ihese crude attempts will be found in 
tUe Annual Register of last cen¬ 
tury. Grantham quotes from a pub¬ 
lication dated July 28th. 1787. The 
writer says: "A few days ago a boat 
buijt of English iron by J. Wilkinson, 
Evq., of Bradley Forge, came up our 
canal to this iown, loaded with twen¬ 
ty-two tons and fifteen haind red- 
weight of its own metal, etc. It is 
nearly otf equal dimensions wnth other 
boats employed upon the canal, being 70 
feet long and tt feet 8 1-2 inches wide; 
the thickWss of the plates witl^ which 
H is made is about five-si xteeiMhs of 
an inch, and it is put together with 
rivets, like copper or fire engine boil¬ 
ers; but the stem and stern-posts are 
wood, and rjie gunwale lined with the 
same; the beuirpt are made of elm 
planks. Her weight is about eight 
tons; she will carry, in deep water, up¬ 
wards of thirty-two tons, and draws 
eight or nine inches of water when 
light." It is extraordinary that such 
hints as these should have fallen dead.. 
Was there no shipbuilder with an eye 
swift ro witness the enormous (K>ssi- 
bilities lalen* in these little canal ex¬ 
periments? -A small iron boat was 
launched in August, 1815. She was 
fitted up in Liverpool as a pleasure- 
boat. Hundreds viewed her as a 
curiosity. She was sunk maliciously 
in the Duke's Dock, as though some 
Daniel Quilp of a workman, foreseeing 
iron as au issue if this boat was suf- 
f**nrd to.go on hiitfeing. had put an end 
t«» her. Her owner raised her, and 
sold her for old iron, but "the loss of 
this boat," he says, "turned my atten¬ 
tion io the practicability of making 
an iron boat which could not be sunk 
by any Ordinary means."

is calculated to be at least £150,000, 
and India has not the money to spend. 
This money question may delay the 
transference, but it will not prevent 
it, for it is by no means insuperable. 

Calcutta boasts that residence with¬ 
in her gates brings the government 
into close touch with all shades of 
non-official opinion. But Delhi, with 
her growing industries, will supply as 
strong a current of European opinion. 
And her native nobility and gentry 
are an infinitely greator factor in the 
I>eace of the empire than the glib citi¬ 
zens of Bengal. Delhi’s political situa¬ 
tion in the midst of the warlike races 
of Hindustan is the strongest argu¬

The presentation has been made re¬ 
cently ot 2,500 specimens ot archaeolo¬ 
gical remains, chiefly Indian relics, to 
he Educational Department, Toronto, 
'jy Mr. George E, Laidlaw, of "The 
Fart,” Balsam Lake, Victoria county. 

The collection contains upwards of 
five hundred well marked fragments of 
pottery and defective specimens of 
various kinds which are valuable in 
many respects for comparative uses, 
‘and are therefore worthy of preserva¬ 
tion. 

Most of this collection has been gath¬ 
ered in Victoria county, but Scotland, 
the North-West Territories, British 
Columbia, Texas, Georgia, Colorado, 
and many places in Ontario beside the 
Balsam Lake district are represented, 
namely, Fort William, Richmond Hill, 
Guelph, Gu^ Woodstock, Midland, 
Branchton and Beverley. 

There are 186 specimens of stone axes 
adzes, chisels and gouges and although 
only a few are highly finished, they 
are none the less valuable on this ac¬ 
count, for they indicate a general 
taste, or want of taste, on the part of 
the people who resided coterminous 
w’ith the Hurons, in whose country 
tools of this kind, good or oad, are 
rarely found. 

OF SEDENTARY HABITS. 

There are 18 gorgets or tablets, one 
of which is the largest in the mu¬ 
seum ; spear heads, arrow' heads, knives, 
drills and scrapers of chert are com 
paratively scanty; but thers are no 
less than 27 mortars or mealing stones, 
and grinders or pestles, which prove 
that this primeval people were of 
sedentary habits. Amid the numerous 
ash heaps of ihe many village sites 
that dot the country, Mr. Laidlaw suc¬ 
ceeded in collecting 422 objects of bone 
and horn, including awls, knives, har¬ 
poons, chisels, tallies, tubes or long 
beads, and variously worked teeth ol 
the bear, the wolf and the beaver. 

Then there are the small discs of 
stone and pottery, the latter evidently 
having been prepared from fragments 
of clay pots. In no other part of On¬ 
tario have there been found so many 
discs. Some of the stone ones and a 
few of the clay ones are perforated, 
and on neither side is there a distinc¬ 
tive mark to indicate that the primi¬ 
tives used them for gambling, If these 
specimens were used for gambling, 
those made of pottery would be dis¬ 
tinguishable for this purpose, when 
not bored, by their rounded and hol- 
Mowed sides. In diameter they vary 
from five-eighths of an inch to two 
inches and a half, and in thickness, 
from an eighth to three’eighths of an 
inch They are a few clay discs, which 
seem to have been moulded for this 
purpose.
